Truths Before the Winnipeg 
* Canadian Club 
- “Gentlemen, you have been using 
up the natural resources of this coun- 
try, aud sooner or later you will come 
to tne enu.” 

This pregnant utterance was given 
voice by Dr. J. G. Kutneriord, Caigary, 
puperiuteudent Of agricunuie ald ali 
resources de 
partment oi the ut Ri, in the course 
oi’an address delivered recently be- 
fore the Canadian club at Wiluipeg. 
Dr. Rutherforu, introduced by ear- 
Mayor 1. , Deacon, spoke ob “Tue 
Juterdependence of the Farm and 
City,” and hit address proved most 
entertaining and aiso instructive. 

The gpeaker went on: “That is 
‘what has happened to the farmer in 


‘every country ii the wor.d that stuck 


to tne single crop; he. has come to 
the end. And that is wuat will happen 
to you uniess you develop along the 
proper lines.” 

“We have, in this great, big, young, 
overgrown metropolis of yours,” said 
pr. Kutherford, “got the idea that the 
farmer is a side issue. He is not. 
Farming is not une of the minor 
things. if it were not-for the farm and 
the farmer we would not’ nave any 
citics, banks, factories, financial insti- 
tutions, no railways—no‘thing. The 
young people do not seem to realize 
it, and quite a lot of the old ones do 
not. We have in the Canadian west 
in particular been in the habit of con- 
sidering the city of primary import: 
ance and agriculture as merely a fac- 
tor in human life amd progress. We 
have pot taken time to realize what 
we are doing or to see what we are 
passing through. When you get a city 
as large as Winnipeg you begin to 
think you are not dependent on the 
farmer, but you are just as dependent 
on the farmer | in this city, this big, 
solid, substantial cia#™, as the mer 
chant who has his litile general store 


-4n the small railway hamlet, All the 


prosperity that has come tothe mer- 
chants and professional men and oth 
ers of Winnipeg, has depended and 
will depend on the prosperity of the 
man on the western farm. 

“Why is it that we, as a nation, 
have failed so signally in grasping this 
great truth?” queried Dr. Rutherford. 
“T-do not know of any other country 
in the world that has made such a 
mess of things in this regard as Can- 
ada has done. It has been an old joke 
in this country about the prairie 
farmer. We delight to call ourselves 
‘the breadbasket of the empire,’ but 
whet are we doing? It is true that 
we grow grain; but as far as develop- 
ment of agriculture in this country is 
concerned, we are doing practically 
nothing. i every case exe—single 
crop spells decadence and the ruin of 
agriculture.” 

Dr. Rutherford maintained that 
while it: was trie that Canada is im 
porting no wheat. she is importing 
vast quantities of other food, Beef 
grown in the Argentine and Uruguay 
is shipped to Englana,-then shipped 
from there back to Canada, and car- 
riej thousands of miJes and sold. to 
people of Winnipeg and people of Cal 
gary, here, right is the centre of 
Canada’s beef producing district.

A division is tlade up of “som 
thing of each”—that is, of battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines. 
When working in numbers, the two 
latter classes are each known as a 
flotilia. In a divisicn there are squad- 
rons—thé, battle squadron and: the 
cruiser squadron. As the. names im- 
ply, the former do the main fighting 
work, while the laiter,is chiefly con- 
cerned with scouting and light skirm- 
ishing. 

From the following list of naval 
terms it will be easy for our reader3 
to obtain a clcar idea of the relative 
sizes and strength of the various 
types of vessel which comprise the 
sritish navy and the weapons with 
which tHey'’are armed. , 

Battlesnip (first class)—Known to 
the general public as the Dreadnought. 
Costs in round. figures £2,000,000; 
length between 60uft. and 600ft’ It 
has at least ten 13.5 guns, besides 
nearly thirty “twelve pounders.” The 
13.5 gun: is 60ft. long and has an ex- 
treme range of twenty five miles. The 
guns cost altogether £500,000. and 
each shell £100. The pay of a battle- 
ship's officers and men is about £1,- 
000 a week, : 

Cruiser (scouts. of the navy).—This 
class is- very wide one, ranging 
from the protected cruiser>armoured 
only to the waterline, with a displace- 
ment of about 2,1°5 tons, to armour- 
ed cruisers with a displacement of 
about 26,350 tons. The average ar- 
moured cruiser would have a displace 
ment of about 11,0v00 tons, length 
about 450 ft., speed 23% knots. Cruls- 
ers are invaluable 1s . protectors of 
our trade routes, and are to the main 
battle squadron what the cavalry out- 
posts are to the main armv. 

Destroyer (torpeuo boat)—Original- 
lya craft of abcuut 180 tons, speed 
22 knots. Today the. destroyers have 
a displacement of 795 and 890 tors, 
and the fastest of them, the Tartar, 
can travel at 3536 knots. They are 
propelled by turbine engines and li- 
quid fuel. They are.used for supreme 
attacks and skirmishes and owing to 
the risks, the admiralty makes a 
prac.ice of appointing very young 
men to command tnese vessels. 

Submarines.—Mest. of our, submar- 


e submerged spee. vf 10. knots. 
Tength about 150ft. They are driven 
by petrol on the surface, and electric- 
ity ~vhen submerged. In the latter 
case they.are absolutely dependent on 
the periscope. Diving igs accompanied 
by means of baJast tanks, which are 
fled with water, and tha help of the 
engines. When these are stopped the 
vessel rises, and the water is drive 
from the tanks by compressed air, 
Mines are. roughly of three kinds— 
the harbor mine, containing: on an 
average 500lb. of wet gun -otton, fired 
by an electric spark controlled in 
harbor; the submarine mine, a metal 
globe; 3~fti-and- bit: in diameter; con: 
taining: 1001b. of explosiv., anchored 
a few feet beneath the surface, and 
fired as soon as a ship strikes it, and 
the floating-mine, which is practically 
the same without the anchor. Some- 
times two globes are roped together 
and supported by strips of cork. Ifa 
ship strikes the rope the mines are 
brought togethBr and exploded simul- 
taneously on each side of the ship. 
Torpedo Net.—A netting made “of 
steel links, stretchea by booms around 
a vessel and, extending beneath the 
surface of the water, as a protection 
against torpedoes—a protection which 
has been found distinctly effective.

A graphic description of the terrible 
conditions existing in Serbia atthe pre- 
sent time is given by Captain EF. N. 
Bennett, commissioner in Serbia for the 


Ambulance Association. Those. who 
read what Captain Bennet says about 
che ravages of typhus and other’ diseases 
in the cities and towns uf Serbia cannot, 
‘fail to realize that urgent assistance must 
be given if the lives of the clvilitins” as 
well as the soldiers are to be sgyed,, and 
if the infection is not to” be spread all 
over the world. 

The following is a description’ of an 
Austrian prisoners’ camp, where 750 
Austrians have been collected :—‘‘Dis- 


camp. 
was in charge of this camp, but he: is 
now struck down with typhus and vari- 
ous forms of infeetious malady are rag- 
ing unceecked. Typhus,  dysenteay, 
smallpox, diphtheria, have swept: over 
the place with devastating effects. Lust’ 
week only 20 men out of 750 could stand 
on their feet. The silence of the camp 
is bioken only by sighs.and groans but 
wherfa stranger comes in sight, the sick 
raise themselyes if they can and cry 
pitifully, ‘‘For the love of God. give’ us 
water, xive us bread.’’ 

There they lie in utter wretchedness. 
ITere and there one finds a mattress, 
here and there alittle straw, but the 
bulk of the sick men are stretched out 
on the muddy ground. Their clothes 
foul and alive with the vermin which | 
spread the deadly typlius. — The’ Serbs 
are kind to these prisoners but when the 
grip of typhus or enteric has fastened 
upon him the Austrian takes his chance 
with the rest and this chance is some- 
times a sorry one,

LAND REGULATIONS 


f Nh sole head of a family, or any male over 
_ 18 years old, may homestead quarter- 
sedtionof available pominton land in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta, The applicant must 
appesr in person at the Fialaite manae Ageucy 
Sub-Agency for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made atany Dominion Lands Agency 
(but not Sub-Agency), on certain conditions, 

Duties—Six mouths residence upon and culti- 
vation of the land in each of three years. A 
! omesteader may live within nine miles of Li» 
homestead on a 
certain conditions, A habitable house is re-: 
quirbd except whee residence is performed 
in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in good 
standing may pre-e mpt a quarter-section along- 
side his homestead, Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties-—-Six months residence in each of three 
years after earnivg homestead patent; also 50 
acres extra cultivation. Preemption patent 
may be obtained as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditious. 

A settlor who has exhausted his homestead 
right may take a Roreheued homestead in cert- 
ain districts, Pr 5 ko r acre, Duties—Must

These words thg correspondent, after 
siying them ip Bnglish to show how 
strange they lcok, translates: “Ter- 
ribacmedt aumable’—a combination 
which must appear perfectly incom, 
prehensible to Frenchmen, who do not 
see how a thing can be “awful” and 
“nice” at the same time. 

At a village in Northera France the 
newspaper man found some English 
soldiers instructing a lot of village 
boys in the rudiments of football. 

“When the French team scored a 
point,” he wrote; “I-said to one of 
‘the Englishmen: ‘But cven’t you 
ashamed to let them beat you at your 
own game?’ to whi h the Britain fe- 
ried: ‘Ah, but we want to encourage 
the people of France to take up 
sports!’ ” . 

Football was being played wherever 
there were Englishmen Often the 
gamnhes were betweer teams of English 
and French ,soldiers. Where a ball 
was not to be had the players were 
quite content te kick about a bundle 
of clothes. 

‘When not thus engaged, the Eng 
lish soldier finds time to enter the 
lists of Cupid. The French writer 
tells of one Tommy whom; he saw 
“promenading proudly before the awe- 
struck glances of the villagers with 
three girls on his arm!” 

“The English? Oh, they’re good 
fellows,” remarked a villager in 
whose house a number of the allies of 
‘France were quartered.” “They're, ia 
bed snoring every night at 8. ey 
get together in my kitchen while I 
make their tea and sing sentimental 
songs. They're all musical.” The 
journalist added in corroboration of 
this statement, that he himself. heard 
Tommies “singing discordantly to the 
accompaniment of the cannon.” .. 

Also ‘he found that, Tommy had a 
sense of humor. On one occasion, he 
learned a German officer came charg- 
ing at the head of his men into an

Cracow, in the __ 
Heart of Poland 


The Ancient Capital of Poland Is a 
City With a Histo 
Around the ancient odpitdl’ of Pol 
Cracow, -whi-h) the Russians 
uupe to, capture, clusters moat ot the 
glorious memorics of that last bit 
not forgotten gdom. " 

There for more‘than four hundred 
years the\kings of Poland . were 
crowned and buried, and,for more 
than three hundred years it was their 
seat of government. There He buried 
Jan Sobieski, who delivered Vienna 
—gnd thereby all Eurupe—of the 
Turks; Pontatowski,.the famous gen- 
eral who became one of Napoleon's 
marshals; Mickiewicz, the poet of 
volauu, and Kosciusko, the patriot 
hero of the Poles. : 

The tombs of all four“are in the 
Stanislas Cathedral, a beautiful 
Gothic church built in 1369, that 
crowns the Wavel, a rocky hill that 
rises on the edge of the town. There 
are other fine churches in the city, 
the Rugustinian and Dominican 
among them; and there is also -the 
great Royal Castle, which vas, long 
the residence of the kings of Poland, 
which fell to the uges of a barracks 
after the kingdom was divided, and 
which has within the last fifty years 
been restored, 


The city also contains a very fam- 
ous old university} which dates from 
1364, and. in age is second only to 
Prague among the universities of Eur- 
ope. P 

The intellectual and artistic 
achievements of the Poles and the 
Bohemians, attained six centuries and 
more ago, show that the Slav is cap- 
able of the hjghest things. He is 
weakest perhaps in the organization 
of government, for Poland, long the 
bulwark of civilization against the 
Tartar and the Turk, fell at last be- 
cause of the -endless' dissensions 
among its brave und brilliant nobil- 
ity. ; 

Cracow itself was , founded about 
700 A.D. More than once it was de- 
stroyed by the Tartars, rebuilt and re- 
colonized by Polish,,-German and Bo- 
hemian settlers. 

From 1305 to 1610 it was the capi- 
tal of Poland; later it was part of the 
grand duchy of Warsaw, and from 
1815 to 1846 it. was, with its immedi- 
ite neighborhood, a free: an. neutral 
state, a distinction it lost when in- 
ternal disorders gave Austria an ex- 
cuse to step in and take possession 
of the town. ~ Mat 

One of the most interesting things 
in Cracow is Kosciusko Hill, a mound 
of earth on the top of the Borislava 
hill.. It ig made of handfuls.of eartn 
prought by Poles from every corner 
of the kingdom, end thrown together 
to form a memorial to the Polish pat- 
riot, composed of the soil of the 
country he loved’so well. Across the 
river Vistula on Krakus Hili there is 
a similar mound, which is said to be 
almost twelve hundred years old; it 
was, so tradition says, raised in the 
same way to the memory of, Krakus, 
the Slavic prince who. founded the 
city.. ; 

If the war results in an autonomous 
or’ semf-autonomous kingdom of Pol- 
and, Warsaw instead of Cracow may 
be its capital, since it is more cen- 
trally situated and much larger. But 

the patriotic Pole, Cracow is al- 


ways the spiritual centre of his fath- 
erland—the “heart of Poland.”

“I was present at Hooge between 
2 and 3 oclock on this day.” These 
thirteen words will ring dowa through 
the ages in British history. ' They 
were written by bir Jobn brench, .o 
his otficiai report of the battle of 
Ypres on Octover 31. ‘It bas taken 
the British people many montis to 
learn what a gigantic crisis in the his- 
tory of the empire lies belind this 
phrase. They were sixty short, ter- 
rible min. es that climaxed twenty 
days of terrific fighting. Each day 
had sepn a battle tuat was historic io 
its intensity. 

ToesGermans had taken Antwerp 
and were swingi-g down toward the 
English channei au@ Calais. Sir John 
French and his men had been entrust- 
ed with the duty of stopping the gap 
in the allied lines between /1rmen- 
tieres and Ypres, 

For twenty days French had been 
strengthening his line until he had 
120,000 men, but during the same 
Space of time the Germans had been 
piling up their forces until, on the 
morning of October 31, there were 
nearly four German army corps fac- 
ing the centre of the Britisk general's 
line. This centre was held by 
Sir Dougias Haig.. sour Germans to 
one Britisher were the odds. , 

General French realizoj that after 
twenty days of sparving, the Germans 
had decided where to strike. The bat- 
tle began in the morniny, with con- 
tests along the whole lirs. The field 
of Waterloo was as a child's garden 
in size, compared with General 
French’s battleground. 


Back at’ Ypres, “General French 


studied the battle by means of maps. | 


Telephones and couriers brought him 
news almost every moment. As the 
day advanced towards noon the fight- 
ing on the wings grew less; in the 
centre it grew fiercer and fiercer, the 
burden of the day was falling on the 
first army corps.

Sir William adds that the tempera- 
ture of explosion would couvert the 
comparatively -harmless red  phos- 
phorus into the dangerous ‘yellow va- 
riety. 


Absinthe Doomed 

The French goverament, by a vote 
of 481 to 62, wave decided to prohibit 
‘for ail time the sale of absinthe. This 
popular French wine, which contained 
about 80 per cent. vu! alcohol, owes its 
peculiar aroma to various species of 
wormwood. In the debate which pre- 
ceded its banishment from France it 

pointed out that the drink had 
very injurious effect upon the 
French. 

It was admitted that it inspired 
some writers and poets to high flights 
of genius, but sent a far larger num- 
ber to the insane asylum. The tempor- 
ary prohibition which was first estab- 
lished -has- now pecome a permanent 
prohibition and hereafter Frenchmen 
must do without their nutional bever- 
age. } 


Survival of the Unfit 

The Haeckel doctrine, in fact, is the 
survival of the unfit. Like most Ger- 
man scientists in the past forty years, 
he -was a laborious imitator, carrying 
the discoveries and theories of other 
men a few obvious steps further. The 
people he would postulate as surviv- 
ors would not, in pojnt of usefulness 
to the world, be the fittest. They 
‘might be the strongest or the most 
brutal or the most successful, in ths 
crudest mearing of the term. But in 
all that makes man higher than the
